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From the Treaty of Rapallo, 191-0 to hitler’s ascent, relations be- 
tween Germany and Russia sere cordial. Germany sought hex' resurgence os 
a -»orld power through .mission friendship - diplomatically and militarily - 
and sensibly sought economic advantage in mission markets. 

The t*d relations- Vst-een the t-c countries -as initiated tj x.itler’s 
politics rather than sound diplomatic economic considerations. ,-ico 
circles in Germany were oj oseo to i.itlr.-’s o:.ti-uovisi pro;.og-r.da - 
particularly in the .-teichswehr, industryyond liberal intellectual circles. 

By 193S the .mission defense reactions to hitler's anti- iovietlsi 
were (1) her entry into tile League of Nations, (2) her proclamation of 
the thesis of an indivisible peace, (3) her support of popular front 
governments, and (4) her agreements with France and Czechoslovakia. This 
year- was the nadir in Ai 3 so-Germun relations prior to the war. 

Stalin sought a rapprochement in March 1939 tut hitler cid not heed 
his appeal until the summer, by which time he desired ttussian neutrality 
in' the coming Invasion of foland. Thus,ln august Hitler p'roposed that 
Von Aibbentrop go to Moscow to draw up a nusso -German non-aggression pact. 
The pact was concluded, along with its secret jrotocol, in august 1939. 
as a result, hitler felt secure in the projected polish invasion, believ- 
ing that the west would not rally to Poland’s aid xithout Russian assis- 
tance. Russia brake her encirclement and was. assured, by the secret 
protocol, that her interest in the B-ltic region would be respected. The 
USSR needed that assurance as a result of the failure of tha.iest to stand 
up to hitler - the Munich Conference. 

after Germany’s invasion of Poland, Russia held back until the 
Polish Government withdrew,. Then the Red army moveu- into it 3 designated ;U 
part of Poland. In late September 1939 Von Aitt entrap again Come to -oscow 
to modify the earlier desi-mated spheres of influence. Ey a ne» agreement 
Russia* gained Lithuania in. exchange for part of ioland. vn her own ini- 
tiative Russia forced the Baltic states tc cede sea bases to her. it 
was Finland’s recalcitrance that precipitated the l-inno-.iussian »ar In 
November of 1939- The secret protocol enatleo .o>ssia, in early 1940, to 
annex Esthonia, Latvia and Lithuania without German disapproval. 

In the course of 1540 rtusso-Gerv.an sweetness and light was dissipatsu - J 
rapidly. Ai 3 ela violated the pact in Lithuania and was overly ambitious 
in RumaniaT Final pre-war diplomatic discussions were held In Berlin in » J 
November, 1940. aclotov sought agreement on an extension and c’ariflca- g? — 
tion of the ioviet sphere of influence into Finland, Eulgaria, Iran and- 5 \ 
Sakhalin Island. Germany never, replied, ambassador Schulenturg, upon « !
